Homestead Regulations. 


All even-numbered sections of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North-West Ter- 
ritamies, except S and 26, which have not 
been homesteaded, reserved to provide wood 
ots for settlers, or other purposes, may be 
homesteaded by any person who ia the sole 
wad of a family, or male over eighteen vears 
of ace, to the extent of one quarter section 
of 160 acres, more or leas, 

ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local 
tand ottice in which the land to be taken is 
sitnate, or if the homesteader desires he may. 
on application to the Minister of the Inter- 
tor, Ottawa, or the Commissioner of Domin- 
ion Lands, Winuipeg, receive anthority for 
some One to make the eutrv for him. A fee 
¥ 310 1s charyed for an ordinary homestead 
entry; but for lande which have been occu. 
pied an additional fee of 210 is chargeable to 
meet inspection and cancellation expenses, 


HOMESTEAD DUTIES. 

Under the present law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
making application for entry the settler 
must declare under which of the following 
conditions Le eleeta to hold his land: 

1, Three years’ cultivation and reaidence, 
during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six months in any one 
year Without forfeiting the entry.
